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AT] Manchuria is in a disturbed condition, especially Lukden.* Businessmen 
there have been ordered to dig air raid shelters, and daily air raid practices 
are held, although no foreign plancs have been seen. 


2. On 13 October the North Korean government moved to Sinuiju, and all important 
government documents and families of high-ranking officials were moved to 
Mukden and Tientsin.#4* All light industries, schools and non-essential -
